NATO Drafts 
3-Stage Plan 


ATHENS (U P I)—The NATO 
powers today drafted a three- 
stage plan by which the Uni­ 
ted States and Britain will set 
up a partnership with their 
European' allies on the use of 
nuclear weapons. 
A highly placed source said the 
plan will be presented for review 
to the full-dress meeting of the 
foreign and defense ministers of 
the 15-nation alliance underway 
here. 
The defense ministers met first 
in closed session this afternoon. 
The NATO ministerial conference 
will get underway Friday morn­ 
ing.

The source said the’ plan was 
drawn up by the NATO authori­ 
ties in close consultation with the 
United States and Britain. It pro­ 
vides for progressive stages of 
closer cooperation by the Ameri­ 
cans and British with other NATO 
allies on the uses of nuclear 
weapons and their deployment on 
the continent. 
The plan calls for: 
Establishment of a NATO nu­ 
clear committee under the chair­ 
manship of Secretary General 
Dirk U. Stikker. This committee 
would serve as the principal chan­ 
nel of information to the NATO 
members on such things as the 
location and stockpiling levels of 
nuclear weapons located in Eu­ 
rope. 
— An assurance by the nuclear 
powers to the other members of 
the Atlantic alliance that the nu­ 
clear deterrent will remain avail­ 
able for the defense of the NATO 
area. Also an assurance to con­ 
sult with the other allies in 
event there is any shift in 
stockpile of nuclear weapons 
— Moves toward the "associa­ 
tion” of the other allies with the 
United States in planning the pos­ 
sible use of nuclear weapons. 
This latter step would include 
Joint preparation within the NATO 
council of a set of likely events 
which might cause President Ken­ 
nedy to give the order for use of 
nuciear weapons.

A-Test Halt 
In Air Put 
To Study 


WASHINGTON (U P I)-T he Ken­ 
nedy 
administration 
is studying 
proposals to try to halt atmo­ 
spheric nuclear 
tests 
once 
the 
current 
U.S. 
Pacific 
serie* 
is 
over. 
One possibility under discussion 
is to seek a treaty with Russia 
which would ban tests in the air 
even though no agreement could 
be 
reached 
on other types 
of 
nuclear experiments. 
There have even been sugges­ 
tions within 
the 
administration 
that once the Pacific tests have 
been completed the United States 
oould afford to abandon atmo­ 
spheric tests unilaterally and test 
only underground, even if Russia 
would not sign such an agree­ 
ment. 
Officials said there appears to 
be considerable opinion, individu­ 
ally held, that even if hopes for 
an overall test ban do not im­ 
prove and the nuclear arms race 
cannot be stqpped, at least some 
major effort should be made to 
end tests in the atmosphere which 
are the most worrysome to public 
health 
The Eisenhower administration 
in 
February, 
1960, 
proposed 
a 
test ban treaty, policed by inter 
national monitoring stations, cov­ 
ering atmospheric and other eas­ 
ily identified tests but excluding 
hard-to-detect underground blasts 
below the 20-kiloton size, 
Russia killed the proposal by 
insisting that it be linked to an 
uninspected moratorium on small 
underground blasts. 
Officials said the prevailing sci­ 
entific opinion is that without on­ 
site inspections in Russia monitor­ 
ing techniques would not be suf­ 
ficient to assure that all Soviet 
atmospheric tests could be iden­ 
tified. 
This was borne out by Russia's 
test series last fall, officials said, 
in which there was difficulty iden­ 
tifying blasts in the one-to-five 
kiloton range.
